Tokyo, July 28—Birth con- 
trol, a subject once morally 
and Jegally taboo in Japan, {a 
probably the only doctrine 
tacitly encouraged by Gencral 
MacArthur which ts bitterly 
opposed by. both the Com- 
munista and the Catholics. 

Ever since Dr Warren Thomp- 
son, 0 population expert em- 
ployed in SCAP‘s ‘Natural Re- 
sources Section, told a press 
conference that birth :

natural resources, the subject 
hang been furiously debated in 
the press, on the fddio, and in 
the home. .

LAWS REPEALED 

No birth control policy has 
been formulated by the govern-- 
ment, but laws banning the 
ale of contraceptives and tho 
dissemination of birth control 
information have been repealed. 
On June 24, a maternity pro- 
tection law made abortion legal. 

Suggestions on how to im- 
plement # birth control policy 
bave ranged from the sterilisn- 
tion of farm women to the 
practice of enforced continence. 
The president of the Japan

Todn sserted that .if each 
marrled couple should have 
but two children the Japanese 
population would be reduced to 
70,000,000 in 20 ycars. _
